New York, Jan. 19—N.C.W.C.—The 
Catholic and Jewish organizations are 
the most effective aids in the relief of 
ithe city’s needy, declared Bird S. Coler, 
Commissioner of Public Welfare of 
New York City, in an address at the 
West Side Young Men’s Christian As- 
sociation. e. 

“Speaking as a Protestant,” Mr. 
Coler said, “let me add that the Pro- 
testant church in this city is the fur- 
thest behind. Catholic and Jewish or- 
ganizations have proved willing and 
capable, but the Protestants are lag- 
ging sadly.
